He deserted the Democratic party,

Monday night the new East river 


bridge, in process of construction be- 
tween Naw York and Brooklyn, was 
damaged to the amount of at least 
350000 by a fire that for four hours 
raged, .135 fset in the air, on the sum- 
mi', of the great steel tower on tho 
New York side. Three men wLo were 
at work on the top of the tower when 
the fire broke out are reported to have 
fallen into the river.

missed his aim and the bullet struck 
Andrew Salinsky, seven years old, 
WHO was playing about seventy-five 
yirds away. The boy died a few hours 
later. 
Holman and Oilevcny were 


arrested, but released on bail for a 
preliminary examination. 


Joseph Gracsy, a well-know 1 poli- 


tician of Fulton county, residing at 
Sideling Hill, was killed by a bullet 
on Saturday while hunting, the missile 
having first passed through a deer. 
Sin hunters fired simultaneously at 
th3 deer, every bullet striking the 
animal. One went through and struck 
Gracey, who, unknown to the sports- 


men, 
was opposite in a thicket. It is 


not known which one fired the acci- 
dental shot.

Sugar Crop Will Show Shortage. 


Henry W. Diederich, United States 


consul at Bremen, in a report to the 
state department, gives the estimates 
for the sugar crop of 1902-3, as issued 
by Mr. Gieseker, the noted Belgian 
statistician, and Otto Licht, of Magde- 
burg, a veteran publisher of sugar sta- 
tistic*. Mr. Gieseker estimates the 
total crop at 5,350,000 tons, Germany 
leading, with 1,730,000 tons. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Lieht's figures, in which 
Consul Diederieh plaoes more confi- 
dence, the crop will aggregate 5,850,000 
toni, or 993,000 ton* less than last yew. 
Consul Diederieh looks for at least 
6,000,000 tons of beet sugar for this 
year. In his opinion, Mr. Gieseker and 
Mr. Licht will have to revise their esti- 
mates considerably, as in France the 
decrease of 860,000 and 880,000, shown 
in their estimates, are not warranted 
from reports 
from that country. 


Cuba, according to the. consul's esti- 
mates, will produce 
850,000 tons, 


against 683,000 tons for last year. 
Fennypaskor's Majority In Philadelphia. 
The official eonat gives Pennypaeker 


96,998 majority over ex-Governor Pat- 
tison, in Philadelphia, while W. M 
Brown, for lieutenant governor, secured 
a majority of 104,691, and I. B. Brown, 
for secretary of internal affairs, a ma- 
jority of 108,867. The Prohibition vote 
for Dr. Swallow was only 1,039, less 
than the Socialistic total, which was 
1,781. The Democrats appear to have 
poled 63,645 voles, the largest in a 
number of years, that being the total 
for the Democratic candidate for cor- 
oner. The official vote for the several 
candidates, including congressional, 
senatorial and representatives, is as 
follows ;

Odell, who carried New York state by 
a majority of 110,000 two years ago, 
was this year elected by so small a 
majority that it is evident to every- 
one familiar with the situation, that a 
closer supervision of the "up-state" 
polling places would have meant his 
defeat, while, if such a man as Judge 
Parker had baen the Damoeratic nomi- 
neei Mr, Odell would have been snow- 
ed under. 
Again, prosperity in the 


party, as is inevitably the case, has 
given rise to numerous feuds despite 
the president's appeals to "hang to- 
gether."

earnings of these railroads amounted 
to less than one third the value of farm 
products These latter products again 
exceeded in value three times over the 
output of all the mines of the United

NEW YOBK, November 11 —The sen 


sation of the past week, almost unpar- 
alleled in the history of criminal trials 
m the state of New York, if not in 
every land where the English language 
is spoken, was the admission of testi 
rnony of a supposed criminal under m 
dictment on his own behalf 
Not only 


that—he appeared as his own witness 
and pleaded his own case and confront 
ed an array of legal talent seldom 
equaled and never surpassed in our 
criminal trials 
This has been the 


startling- feature of the Mohneux tria1 


which now claims almost exclusively 
the public attention 
The court room 


has been crowded beyond all prec 
edents by old women, young wo 
men and middle aged women whose 
hair was slightly blanched with, snow 
They struggled and fought for en 
trance to the court room with a fury 
as if their own lives depended upon It 
One careful mother brought her little 
baby rolled up in a shawl and wept 
when she was turned away, and anoth- 
er old lady, who doubtless had studied 
the value of time, brought her knit- 
ting, and in the intervals where argu 
ments were going on between counse 
her nimble fingers flew like lightning 
as she hurried toward the completion 
of her task 


The court room was a sight long to 


be remembered, and it was eviden 
that the criminal who, for years, hac 
been confined, if not in seeing, at leas 
in the hearing, of all the proceedings 
that were going on in that terrible 
apartment, where death, the almight; 
swift messenger, ended the life of a 
criminal like himself Who next? Who 
next? 
Aye that was the question 


which, like a poisoned arrow, sank 
deep into his heart, vet he tremblei 
not 
Though all the world believed in 


his guilt, he proclaimed his mnocenc 
with firmness and courage and left the 
final issue a'one with God 
There are 


peculiar features that distinguish this 
trial from the hundreds that have g ine 
before he had been tried and condemn 
ed to the electric chair but, by the 
superhuman efforts of his own ecuneo 
and the expenditure of large sums o] 
money, he was graated a new trial, 
and henca it was that so many women 
desired to see the handsome criminal 


It is an axiom as old as the hills 


among lawyers that a man who pleads 
his own case has a fool for a client 
It was not so, however, in Mohneux'a 
case, for, with a readiness not often 
heard, he met each charge of the pros 
ecutmg attorney with great directness 
and success, and, as he stepped down 
from the witness chair, a murmur of 
applause rang through the court room 
and many among the crowd were 
heard to exclaim 
' He will never be 


electrocuted, or, if he is, it will be judi 
cial murder ' It was the favorite axiom 
of Solon Shingle, "Never prophesy un 
less you're sure, and I am not going to 
prophesy now 
Though he has been 


held for three years in the shadow 
death, Roland B Klolmeux will be a 
free man before the next moan 


Next to politics, high and low, the 


pious gentlemen who shield us from 
all harm and gobble up the great pro 
portion of the city's swag are trem 
bling like weeds shaken by the wind 
Those in charge of the political helm 
are now dividing up the plunder which 
they expert to control 
Addition, 


Division and Silence shall be every 
party's anthem, commingled with that 
delightful political hymn, "When 
Johnnie Comes Marching Home ' We 
miss, thee, at home, oh, we miss, thee, 
rings dolefully on the ambient air, for 
Richard Croker is no longer here to 
guide us to the straight and narrow 
path I look east, west, north and 
south 
I see him not, and I hear him 


not, but a woeful strain shadows my 
hope and I hear the echo cf that sor 
rowful question 
"Where is nay boy 


to night ?" 


This little poem, borne across the 


dreadful stream of uproar and strife,

pair had entered eternal rest 


Another notable instance was that of 


the you ng Qarrn in who arrived m this 
city only a few weeks ago from his 
native Iai d 
His ways were plain and 


simple 
His clothes were somewhat 


tarnished ab if they had seen better 
days 
He entered several places in 


search of employment and found that 
every place was filled At last he 
reached the lowest part of Greenwich 
street 
A free lunch was spread for 


the callers and the prostitutes that are 
usually found m such places He could 
play the old wh ezy piano to something 
like a dance and then straggle to his 
wretched home, only to enter upon 
another day with the same miserable 
company 
At last there was a fight 


among his villainous companions and 
one olthe dancers was murdered Then, 
like the rest of that company, he fled 
from his diabolical shelter to the mhos 
pitable streets Life was too horrible to 
bear Drawing a small dagger from his 
inner vest,he plunged it three times into 
his despairing heart A moment more, m 
sorrow and shame, the wretched sup- 
pliant had passed from the mortal to 
immortality 
This young man had 


been educated at one of the foremost 
universities in Germany, he had taken
